FACILITIES AND STAFF 

The intercollegiate athletic program is supported by excellent indoor 
and outdoor facilities.

The athletic teams 
have use of a modern weight room, a fitness center, a trainer’s room 
and a dance-combative room. A softball complex of four fields, adjacent 
to the campus, is available to the college.

C oach Richard Baldwin started drills for the BCC’s first basketball 
team, the “Technicats,” in 1947. Thirty-five players turned out for 
the team, and earned their first victory that December (41-39) over 
Triple Cities College. During his years at BCC, the team — soon re- 
christened the “Hornets” by a sportswriter — became one of the most 
formidable teams in the Mid-State Athletic Conference. 

Baldwin’s 1960-61 team won all 30 of its regular season games, and 
was ranked No. 1 among two-year colleges. 

On February 14, 1987, forty years after his coaching debut, Coach 
Dick Baldwin and the Hornets won their 877th game, breaking the 
record for the most career victories ever by a two-year basketball 
coach. 

Born in Cuba, NY, Baldwin had been active in sports since childhood. 
While attending the DeVeaux School in Niagara Falls, he played varsity 
soccer, golf, tennis, baseball and basketball. He went on to play football 
and basketball at the University of Rochester.

The “Hornet” 
nickname for 
Broome Community 
_ College goes 
back to 1948.

ee Editor of The Binghamton Sun (a morning 
newspaper which later merged with the 
Binghamton Press — now the Press and Sun-Bulletin). 

Nash noted the basketball team’s stinging offense, buzzing speed and 
black and gold striped stockings — black and gold had already been 
identified as the school colors. In his newspaper article, he called the 
squad a “swarm of Hornets.” The name stuck, and a mascot was born. 

The earliest rendering of the Hornet was a fairly crude, almost 
worm-like thing. It lasted only a few years until a standing, humanoid, 
and angry Hornet was born. That one had a long and glorious career, 
serving as the BCC sports logo from the early ’50s through 1995. 

In ’95, a friendly, rather pudgy Hornet made his debut. It was an

appealing image, and somewhat 
popular with non-athletic 
activities. But the athletes felt it 
was too cute and cuddly to 
represent the aggressive winning 
ways of BCC teams. 

They were right. 

In early 2002, the 1995 
“Stinger” mascot fell ill and never 
recovered. He was buried without 
ceremony in the spring, and 
during this past summer, all 
campus images of him were 
removed. 

The Hornet is dead. Long live 
the Hornet! All welcome the fiery 
new exterminator Hornet! His 
image is in the all-new Ice 
Center, the legendary Baldwin 
Gym, at the Hornet Baseball 
Field and Alumni Field (soccer 
and lacrosse)... on uniforms, 
mugs, and shirts. He is BCC’s 
historic sports logo, all gussied 
up for the new century and ready 
to dominate all opponents. 


The Art of Ice Rink Management 


CC’s new Ice Center 

Director, Philip F. Testa, has 
learned a great deal about ice 
since his days managing SUNY 
Morrisville’s largest dining 
center. Less than six months 
after being promoted to the 
Assistant Director of the Campus 
Bookstore in 1996, he found 
himself promoted again — this 
time to the Director position of 
Morrisville’s IcePlex, a facility 
that was still under construction. 
At the time, Phil knew absolutely 
nothing about ice rinks, except 
from playing a little hockey in 
his youth. 

For the next few months, he 
scrambled to learn as much as he 
could about running an ice rink. 
“] visited all three community 
hockey rinks, and made as many 
friends as possible,” he said. He 
eventually met Chris Geatrakas, 
owner of Davis Mechanical 
Service, a commercial refrigera- 
tion and ice rink installation 
company. “He taught me 
everything about the mechanics 
of an ice rink,” Phil said. After 
additional training at the Ice 
Skating Institute, Phil took over 
operation of the Morrisville rink. 

His earliest major operational 
crisis came on the night of the 
first hockey game in the newly

opened IcePlex. Fifteen minutes 
before game time, the ice rink’s 
compressor system failed. The ice 
slowly began to melt. As Phil 
rushed to clean the rapidly 
emerging puddles off the ice, his 
crew raced to get the compres- 
sors restarted. “I had 950 people 
screaming at me to get the game 
going!” he said. “It was trau- 
matic.” When the game finally 
started, he received a standing 
ovation from the crowd. 

Testa says there are a number 
of challenges related to maintain- 
ing and directing an ice rink. 
“You don’t just take a hose out 
and flood the ice,” he said. “There 
is much more involved in making 
a good sheet of ice. There is an 
art to it.” 


“The biggest challenge of all is 
dealing with so many different 
user groups,” he said. Figure 
skaters, youth hockey leagues, 
and college teams all have 
different needs and requirements. 
“The temperature of the ice 
differs, depending on the user 
group,” he explained. “Figure 
skating and hockey are good 
examples. For hockey, the ice 
must be hard, fast and cold. 
Figure skaters need the ice 
warmer, soft enough to get a toe 
pick into it for jumps and spins.” 

Other activities that make an 
ice rink successful include 
educational programs. Phil 
organized learn-to-skate pro- 
grams for the IcePlex, ranging 
from the “Mice on Ice” program 
for 2- to 5-year-olds, to adult 
figure skating classes. He also 
developed a credited gym 
program for home schooled high 
school students. 

To help promote hockey on a 
larger scale, Phil hosted summer 
camp programs with famous 
skaters as guest instructors; a 
goalie camp featured Mike 
Dunham of the Nashville 
Predators. A women’s hockey 
camp featured Katie King, co-

Pierre continued to build a 
name for himself in local hockey 
when he took over as coach for 
the Southern Tier Hockey 
Association in 1988. He led the 
team to sectional and state finals 
in 1999 and 2000. And in 
February 2001, in a Broome 
County Arena ceremony, he was 
inducted into the Binghamton 
Hockey Hall of Fame. 

He was appointed BCC’s head 
hockey coach in April of 2001. He 
looks forward to moving prac- 
tices to BCC’s new Ice Center, 
and making use of the new locker 
rooms and team facilities. 

According to Laganiere, there 
are several immediate benefits to 
having the rink on campus. 
“There will be a trainer on site. 
Instead of having to come to the 
campus to get tape, and then run 
to practice at the Polar Cap, we'll 
have everything on hand,” he 
explains. “It will also be easier for 
the students to be on time for 
practice. Many of them get out of 
classes at 2:30 or 2:45, and then 
have to rush off campus to make 
practice at 3:15.” 

Although he is excited about 
the state-of-the-art ice making 
and re-surfacing equipment at 
the new Ice Center, he feels that 
the surface of the ice doesn’t 
make a big difference in terms of 
coaching decisions. “It doesn’t 
matter much if ice is slow or fast, 
because both teams are playing 
on the same ice,” he said. “What 
really makes a difference is the 
size of the ice. The bigger the 
surface, the faster your team has 
to be. With a small surface you 
can use bigger, slower, guys.” 

Pierre anticipates BCC’s hockey 
team will become stronger each 
year. He feels that the Ice Center 
will soon aid in recruitment. 
“Next year it will help a lot when 
you can bring a kid to see our 
team practice in the Center. We’ll 
be able to show them all the 
advantages of the BCC rink.” «

and strengthen schedules

years, the entire sports schedule has been revised. More games have 
been added, as well as stronger competition. We’ve also tried to achieve 
more of a balance between home and away games,” Dan explains. 

Under Dan’s direction, women’s tennis, women’s soccer, and men’s 
lacrosse have been added to the BCC athletics program. Dan guaran- 
teed the new teams would succeed by bringing in high quality coaches 
for all three sports. 

Many of BCC’s athletics facilities, including the soccer/lacrosse field, 


baseball field, tennis courts, and the new Ice Center, have been 
constructed or renovated in the past five years. “The Ice Center should 
dramatically aid in the recruitment of players for the team.

In 1973, Dan earned his MS in Education from 
Elmira College, where he was also appointed 
Assistant Athletic Director and 
Facilities Manager. He also taught in 
Elmira College’s physical education 
department, and served as coach for 
women’s basketball. 

For a number of years prior to his 
appointment at BCC, Dan also served 
as Assistant Athletic Director at 
Jersey City State College. 

He is on the executive board of 
the National Association of Two- 
Year College Athletic Adminis- 
trators and is completing his

immediately exploit weaknesses in an opponent's defenses, while working to neutralize the team’s 
key players. “Perhaps the most important single characteristic of a successful coach is to get the 
players and the team to play close to their potential,” he once said. This team-focused approach 
made it possible for the Hornets to consistently beat teams who were statistically stronger. 

In 1968 Baldwin garnered national recognition as co-coach of the first junior college team to 
be entered in the U.S. Olympic tryouts. He also served as a member of the National Basketball 
Rules Committee, and coached internationally in South America, Egypt, and Puerto Rico. His 
professional activities also included the presidency of the National Junior College Basketball 
Coaches Association and the Empire State Junior College Conference. 

Retiring from BCC following the 1986-87 season, Coach Baldwin left behind an astounding 
record of 879 wins and only 290 defeats. He timed his retirement date to coincide with his 
40th wedding anniversary; his wedding had occurred only a few days after being hired to 
the original BCC faculty. In a letter to former BCC Athletics Director Tony Quagliata, 
Baldwin said, “I have had a rewarding and pleasant career at the College and have no 
regrets about my decision to be here throughout my professional life.”
